Fire Prevention Week offers 
a reminder of home hazards

The Antioch Fire Department, with the 
help of the Antioch Fire Prevention 
Bureau, would like to remind all area 
residents that Oct 4-10 is National Fire 
Prevention Week. 

This annual program, which marks the 
anniversary of the Great Chicago Fire in 
1871, is designed to remind people about 
possible flic hazards in their home. 

Somewhere in America, a fire station is 
called to a fire every 16 seconds. Every 18 
seconds someone is injured by a fire, 
while every 100 minutes someone gels 
killed because of it 

"On average, over 5,000 people die each 
year because of fire," said Antioch Fire 
Department Captain Richard Frankson. 
"When you consider that over 80 percent 



of these deaths occurred when people were 
in their homes, that number is 
staggering." 

To help lower that number in the 
Antioch area, the Antioch Fire prevention 
Bureau would like to pass along a few fire 
safety tips from the National Fire 
Protection Association, 

Space heaters are the number one cause 
of home fires in the U.S. By simply 
moving these heaters at least three feet 
away from anything Hammable, and 
turning them off when out of the house or 
sleeping, can drastically reduce the threat 
of fire of home fires, said Frankson. 

Other lips include stay in the kitchen 
while cooking, do not smoke while 
sleeping in bed or on furniture and make 
sure there are several working smoke

Vernon police have sent police 
departmenls throughout southern Lake 
County sketches of the man who allegedly 
attacked the girl.

Hainesville chief 
quits, is replaced 

HAINESVILLE— Hainesville has a 
new police chief. Joseph Policky has been 
named to succeed Robert Koop following 
Koop's sudden and unexplained resignation 
last week. Policky, a 57-ycar-old 
McHcnry resident, has been a part-time 
member of the department since last 
spring. He assumed his new duties Sept. 
19, two days after a special village board 
meeting called to receive Koop's res- 
ignation. Policky was in the center of a 
controversy that engulfed the Hainesville 
dcpartmcnl in mid-summer when truckers 
and companies complained of lengthy and 
unwarranted stops. Policky said he will 
not emphasize truck violations any more 
than others. 



Round Lake schools 
finally have contract 

ROUND LAKE— Round Lake area 
schoolteachers have signed a two-year 
contract that will give them a small, 
across-the-board salary increase, 
spokespersons said. The District 116 
School Board was expected to make the 
contract official by ratifying it Thursday. 
The pay-hike was less than the 2 percent 
teachers had once insisted on, said School 
Board President Robert Hubka. And the 
two-year deal would let the board 
renegotiate after the first year, Hubka 
confirmed. That could suggest the conU-act 
rides in part on the passage of a November 
property-tax referendum. Signalling the 
end of 11 months of rancorous 
negotiations, teachers' union members 
approved the deal last Thursday. But the 2- 
to-1 vote revealed an unusual amount of 
dissent.

A nearly $20 million DCFS budget 
shortfall is scheduled to result in massive 
layoffs of department day care licensing 
staff. With fewer monitoring staff, child

day care facilities in Illinois may only be 
inspected for safety, sanitation and good 
care once every two years. Remaining 
licensing staff will have unbearable 
workloads and additional responsibilities 
that would create a dangerous conflict of 
interest. 

Unfortunately, DCFS has stated 
publicly that it has no intentions of 
seeking a supplemental appropriation 
from the General Assembly that would 
allow it to carry out all its 



responsibilities to Illinois children and 
families, instead, it will ask for 
permission to find the needed staffing 
dollars from elsewhere in the DCFS 
budget 

Due to its court-ordered obligations to 
the child welfare or foster care system, 
DCFS may attempt to take the needed 
funds out of existing day care subsidies 
that benefit low-income working families 
and from "Parents Too. Soon" programs

Booklet aids with child care 



Are you looking for someone to caro for 
your child or children while you work, 
someone who will be affectionate, 
stimulating, competent and dependable? 

Mary Poppins may be fictional, but child 
care providers are available who can meet 
your needs. 

A new booklet, "Child Care Choices," 
can help you choose among the day care 



centers, family day care homes, baby 
sitters and in-home care givers. It tells 
you what to look for, suggests questions 
to ask and offers resources to assist you. 

"Child Care Choices" is not yet in 
print, but the Lakeland Papers is pleased 
to present its contents for you in a format 
that will allow you to compile your own 
booklet. Nine installments will follow, 
one each week. 



-CHILD CARE CHOICES- 






Half the mothers of children under six 
years of age in Illinois are employed, with 
more than 450,000 of those children 
getting some form of day care. A New 
Trier Township study showed that 2/3 of 
the children receiving child care there 
received it from at least two different 
sources, 

A nationwide study of working mothers 
by the National Council-of Jewish 
Women Center for the Child proved what 
we all knew: finding high quality, 
dependable care for their children is a 
significant problem. 

Slate licensing guarantees parents that 
child care providers meet minimum 
standards for training, facilities and 
procedures. But parents need to make their 
own evaluations to be sure the providers 
meet their standards. 

Parent evaluations become even more 
critical in selecting care givers who arc 
license exempt, and 2/3 of the Illinois 
children receiving child care are getting it 
from unlicensed providers. This booklet 
was designed as a tool for parents to use 
in making their child care choices. 

"Child Care Choices" is a joint project 
of the National Council of Jewish Women 
(NCJW), North Shore Section, and the 
Child Care Coalition of Lake County.

Dismantling of Licensing 
Office/Staff, Jeopardized 
Subsidies pose Latest 
Threats To Illinois Day 
Care System 

Over the past several months, many in 
the Illinois child care community have 
grown increasingly concerned over a 
Department of Children and Family 
Services (DCFS) that has repeatedly 
assigned a low priority status to child day 
care issues and endangered the quality of 
day care for the children of niinois. 

DCFS has focused so much of its 
administrative and budget energies to 
court-ordered reforms of the state's 
troubled child welfare or foster care 
system that it appears unwilling and 
unable to administer a quality child day 
care system. 

Ironically, Illinois' day care system is 
one of the slate's most successful 
anli-child abuse and family preservation 
policies, and its erosion will only add to 
the Slate's child welfare woes. 
ISSUE: Faced with laying off over 300 
staff due to an approximate $20 million 
budget shortfall, DCFS has announced 
layoffs of as many as 73 licensing staff 
(including about 35% of' the entire 
professional stafQ. These people arc 
charged with ensuring that child care 
programs meet at least minimal standards 
of safety, sanitation and care. In addition, 
remaining licensing staff now will be 
asked to perform additional, but 
conflicting, duties. 

Why Is Licensing and Licensing 
Starr Important? 

• Licensing protects children by 
establishing minimum standards of 
safety, sanitation, nutrition, care and 
education. Violation of licensing is 
often cited in cases of death by fire, 
child abuse, and injuries to children at 
child care settings. 

• Licensing staff is charged with 
monitoring a program's compliance 
with these minimal protections. 
Licensing staff monitor the safety of a 
program's environment, ensure that 
there are enough qualified adults lo 
supervise children, and respond to 
complaints by parents. 

Why Are Licensing Cut-Backs 
Harmful ? 

Remaining Staff Will Have Unbearable 
and Dangerous Work Loads. 

After the layoffs, a single licensing 
representative will be responsible for 
licensing and monitoring about 155 day - 
care facilities^ containing about 7,600 
children, instead of the 56 centers or 104 
homes that DCFS says is the acceptable 
workload standard. 



Licensing representatives will be 
unable to do much more than pass 
through each facility once every two 
years. There will be no time for interim 
monitoring, annual license review visits, 
technical advice to providers, or 
investigation of parental complaints. 

Licensing Staff Will Be Under 
Pressure to Relax Enforcement 
of Child Protections. 

• In a cost-cutting move, the central 
Office of Licensing which is responsible 
for implementation, enforcement, irainmg 
of staff and quality conlxbl has been 
abolished. , 

• In addition, DCFS now. will expect its 
regional staff lo both expand ,the supply 
of care in their area and to uphold 
licensing standards, creating a potentially 
harmful conflict of interest. 

There is a natural tension between 
expanding the supply of day care and 
upholding licensing standards. An easy 
way to create more child care "slots" is to 
relax or ignore licensing standards and 
allow overcrowding, under-staffing and 
under-equipping of child care settings. 
However, research shovy that these 
cost-cutting, slot-expanding* measures 
extract a lasting toll on children's 
development and endanger their health and 
safety. 

ISSUE: Different populations of needy 
children and families arc being pitied 
against each other in the DCFS budget. 

DCFS has plated publicly that it has no 
intention of asking the General Assembly 
for additional funding so that it may carry 
out all its responsibilities lo Illinois 
children and families. Instead, it will seek 
permission lo find the money needed for 
adequate staffing from elsewhere in the 
DCFS budgcL 

If given that permission, there is every 
indication that DCFS will take the needed 
staffing dollars from existing day care 
subsidies for low income' working 
families and from "Parents Too Soon" 
programs for pregnant and parenting 
teenagers. 

ISSUE: These latest developments 
join the following list of other 
disturbing incidents at DCFS: 

• Day care program positions at DCFS 
previously filled by staff with years of 
child care and development experience 
have been redefined as "term 
appointments" and now can he filled 
by people with little or no background 
in child development or child care 
policy, 

• Top day care jobs within DCFS have 
gone unfilled for months.

Agency reps gather insight at Corps site 



Chain O' Lakes Fox River Waterway 
Management Agency Director Bruce 
Bossow's eyes widcnol as he listened lo 
engineer Jack Fowler make a presentation 
on shoreline and bank creation at the 
Waterway's Experimental Station in 
Vicksburg, Miss. 

"This is a very similar method that I 
had proposed lo the board several months 
age," said Bossow. "This is indeed an ex- 
citing development." 

Through the assistance of Lu Col. 
Randall Inouye of the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers for the Chicago area, a 
meeting was scheduled with the Corps 
engineering staff in Vicksburg. 

Lt. Col. David Rccd, who now heads 
the Chicago District Office, is supporting 
the efforts for cooperatively addressing the 
deterioration of Grass Lake and designing 
solutions and restoration. He sent Brian 
Smith, one of his engineers, to accom- 
pany the group on their visit. The exper- 
imental station is headquarters for the en- 
tire nation and addresses unique situations, 
which the silt material in Grass Lake has 
proven to l>c. 

Tom Patin, engineering chief of 
dredging operations for the Corps, asked 
six of his senior staff engineers to join 
with the Waterway Agency delegation. 
They spent the entire day Sept. 25 ad- 
dressing the problem and proposing solu- 
tions. 

Dr. Mary Landin, an engineer, headed 
the conference. Engineers Dr. Michael 
Palermo, Michael Trawle and Allen Mol- 
lis from the Experimental Station made 
presentations on various subjects to the 
group. 

Waterway Agency directors Roy Gun- 
dclach, Wayne Blake and Judy Martini 
also attended the conference. Ron Baker, 
chairman of the Waterway Agency's Ad- 



visory Committee, joined the group along 
with Jon Lund, dredging chief for the 
agency. John Rogner, director of U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife in northern Illinois, 
made a key presentation with regard to 
addressing restoration and wildlife-island 
creation in Grass Lake. 

"I was told that if a resolution is ever 
to be reached, it would be necessary to 
involve the engineers at the Vicksburg 
Army Corps Headquarters," said Dr. 
William Dam, chairman of the Waterway 
Agency, "If Mississippi is where the so- 
lutions are, Mississippi is where I want 
to be." 

A task force is to be created following 
the upcoming SAMP (Strategic Area 
Management Plan) meeting in McHenry. 



The task force will prepare initial design 
and cost estimates. Both Landin and 
Palermo from the Vicksburg facility have 
offered to serve on the 'committee and 
come to the area after preliminary review. 
"This may be the answer we were 
looking for," said Blake," "1 only wish 
this had been done seven years ago." 

Karen Kabbcs, an engineer and con- 
sultant for the Waterway Agency, made 
the summary remarks for the group in 
Vicksburg. She has been asked by Dam lo 
coordinate the planning efforts of all the 
agencies involved. 

Dam thanked Bossow for using his 
private plane to take the directors to 
Vicksburg. This saved the agency over 
$3,000.

"A smoke detector decreases the chance 
of being killed in a home fire by more 
than 50 pcrccnl," said Fraiikson. 

Frankson adds that other common sense 
adjustments can make the difference 
between living or becoming a statistic 
during a fire. 

According to Frankson, prepare an 
escape plan for your home. Make sure 
there arc at least two ways out of every 



room, and don't forgcl to practice. 

Finally, check around the house for any 
possible fire hazards. Make sure, said 
Frankson, that electrical outlets aren't 
overloaded and that electrical extension 
cords aixj in good condition, not firaycd. 

If statistics arc an indicator, according to 
the Fire Prevention Bureau, it is likely 
that you will be in a serious fire at least 
once in your lifetime.

Expressway opponents in McHenry 
County voiced the same argument that 
energized Rte. 53 foes in Lake County, 
that the proposed highway isn't a solution 
to transportation problems, but a magnet 
for further development 

While (he similarities between plans for 
Rte. 53 and Foxway might be striking, the 
facts are that the Lake County project has 
been on the drawing board much longer, 
highway opposition is fragmented and the 
stakes, meaning who owns the land and 
controls development, are infinitely 
higher. In another perspective, McHeniy 
County will get to keep its country 
atmosphere while Lake County takes' 
another step toward Schaumburg North.

The speculation from national pundits is 
that Perot's re-entry won't be aimed at 
winning the White House, but at 
strengthening his stature as a power- 
broker.

If Perot were to run only to 
position himself for an endorsement, his 
followers would be migh^ upset In fact, 
they would "eviscerate" (disembowel) 
him, according to Dick Pierce, deputy 
director of United We Stand for Northern 
Illinois 

But even as local Perot-backers 
downplay their man's interest in playing 
the endorsement game, endorsements are 
exactly the card they intend to play in 
Lake County's congressional races. 

Root and other United We Stand 
organizers are meeting with the contenders 
for the 8th Congressional District seal, 
Phil Crane (R) and challenger Sheila 
Smith (D), and lOth District candidates 
John Porter (R) and Michael J. Kennedy 
(D>. Other United We Stand committees 
are sizing up U.S. Senate opponents Braun 



contests. 

After Root and co. feel 
out how the candidates 
fall in line with Perot's 
economic ideas, they will announce their 
endorsements in mid-October. In the 
House of Representatives races, the Pcrot- 
ists seem to be leaning toward iiKumbcnts 
Crane and Porter. In the Braun- 
Williamson matchup, they're undecided, 
turned off by that race's mudslinging. 

However they lean, the United We 
Standers have found a way to turn the 
ambiguous nature of Perot's un-candidacy 
into a solid forum for influencing state and 
federal legislative races. They are to be 
applauded for transforming political 
disgust into positive involvement. 

Perot himself is not 

While his supporters have faith in the 
sincerity of his run, we don't. We also 
doubt the value of him entering the race at 
this late date. 

It is pointless to nm as an "alternative" 
candidate when the two major-party 
candidates present a clear ideological 
choice. With his prima-donna act, Perot 
has not earned a candidacy. But he has 
earned the minimal stature necessary to 
direct his supporters toward a real 
candidate by making an endorsement. 

To avoid betraying the dedication of his 
grass-roots followers in Lake County and 
throughout the country — and hoodwinking 
them not once but twice in a campaign 
season — Perot should endorse now or 
forever hold his peace.

Gag rule curbs 
judicial foes 
from speaking

Two opponents for a public office in the 
Nov. 3 election aren't discussing issues 
and they're not expressing viewpoints. 
Their public utterances are bland and non- 
controversial. Their hands are tied by 
ethics rules that have been held to be 
constitutional. 
So what voters are getting in the race 
between Henry Tonigan and Tcrrancc 
Brady is a patty-cake campaign. Pass the 
oatmeal. 

Tonigan, a Republican, and Brady, a 
Democrat, are two associate judges 
contesting for election to a full Circuit 
Court judgeship. They are abiding by a 
rule slating that any candidate for judicial 
office should not make pledges or 
promises of conduct other than the faiUiful 
and impartial performance of his or her 
duties as a Judge. The candidate also must 
not announce views on disputed legal or ' 
political issues. 

Mr. Nice Guys, both Brady and Tonigan 
are on the campaign trail, making all the 
parades, shaking a lot of hands and 
smiling a lot. The contest for Circuit 
Court is a popularity contest in the purist 
sense. 

What in the worid do they talk about 
when voters ask ihcm what's going on? 
"Not a whole lot," admitted Brady, 51, a 
resident of Liberty ville. "I talk about my 
recwd and my experience." The engaging 
jurist said he menticHis his "life 
experience" and brings up, hopefully, the 
age factor. He's older than Tonigan. 

Wilh a broad grin, Tonigan echoes his 
opponent's stance. "Terry is well 
qualified. He's a good guy," the 
BarringU)n area resident adds. 

Stiff gag rules for judicial candidates 
undoubtedly are a response, in part, to 




failed efforts to cslablish merit selection of 
judges and a continuation of the election 
process, must to the dismay of reformisls. 
So the election process forjudges is so 
watered down as to be virtually 
meaningless to electors who have to make 
a choice. It's questionable whether voters 
are best served with a popularity contest. 
Ethics rules have been challenged 
including a suit brought by the powerful 
American Civil Liberties Union on 
freedom of speech grounds, but they 
haven't gotten very far. 

I don't know if I'm violating anything by 
relating a bit of history, but Brady ran 
once before for a full Circuit seat PsstI 
He lost. Don't lell anyone, but that was 
nearly 20 years ago. 
Wouldn't it be something if judicial 
candidates could make campaign pledges 
like, "I'll lock'em up and throw away the 
key." "Or III hang'em from the nearest 
tree." Guaranteed. Those kind of 
pronouncements would get attention. No 
wonder voters arc turned off about political 
campaigns theses day when the process 
swings from twecdle-dcc contests to 
outrageous, slam-bang races that offend 
everyone.

Builders get off cheap 

Editor 

One of the highest developer impact 
fee deals made in Lake County was in 
Grayslake. Lexington and Pulte paid 
$3,600 per home for 1,713 homes. The 
density of the devetopments was however, 
increased from 1,600 to 1,713 homes in 
order to make the deal. Grayslake Com- 
munity High School ended up with $1 
million. Sounds good, doesn't it? 

At an average of two children per 
home, this averages out to $291 per child. 
Today it costs $8,000 to put a child 
through high school. School impacts fees 
cannot be used for education or teachers 
salaries, only for construction costs. 

There will be a $2 million deficit by 
the time Pulte and Lexington develop- 
ments are built out. not including the 
$2.15 million generated annually to the 
school district in tax revenue. This in 
only a school synopsis. Other infrastruc- 
ture is failing financially for the same rea- 
son. Taxpayers must not keep bearing the 
brunt of development costs through prop- 
erty tax nor should it be hidden in the 
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other taxes such. as state income tax or 
user fees. 

The county board should propose state 
legislation for higher developer impact 
fees in areas of massive growth; and fol- 
low through by lobbying in Springfield 
to get the legislation passed to bring an 
end to our ever soaring tax bills. 

I will do this and will encourage mu- 
nicipal leaders to do the same.

Culture grows in Adier's 
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In an attempt to bring culture to chUdren and adults 
as individuals, thereby educating society, the David 
Adier Cultural Center was created in 1980. Originally, 
the center was the architect David Adier's home. 
The only cultural center in Lake County, the Adlcr 
Center focuses on helping students develop skills they can 
use and enjoy throughout life. One of the most important 
programs is the Suzuki Talent Education program, which 
has been in existence as long as the center has. 

"Arts really make us human," said Muriel Schornack, 
director of music education. "Animals have a communica- 
tion system, but arts and culture tic us together as a 
human race. 

"Every culture everywhere has music." 

Schornack, who's been with Adlcr for two years, said 
she did not know anything about the center before she 
became involved as an instructor of Suzuki piano. Now, 
she's "delighted" to be there. 

"There's so much potential for growth," she said. 
•With the grovrth in Lake County comes the growth of arts, 
music, cultural events . . . it's exciting to be a part of that" 

When Schornack first came to Adier, there was not a 
serious recital series. Students would be able to play 
maybe twice a year. She is hoping to develop 
the program to offer recitals every month. In 
the meantime, Schornack is planning a facul- 
ty recital in January, and she has adopted 
many new classes to prepare toddlers and 
young children for the hard work involved in 
music. One of those classes Is the "Tuneful 
Toddlers" class, taught by Jill Harkaway. 

"Tuneful Toddlers" focuses on teaching 
children the basics of music so they can 
develop their Intuition for the art as they grow 
older. 

"The children make the music them- 
selves," Harkaway said. "They become more 
involved v^rhen they sing, dance and play on 
their own rather than having to listen to a 
record." 

Although the class can function as a 
preparatory class for the Suzuki Talent 
Education program, it teaches children to 
grow as individuals and gives them a little 
insight to culture. 

"There is a lot of Intelligence in the 
things the children get to do," said Harkavray. 
"Language is involved and they learn to work

together and wait their tunu" 

Because many cultures are defined by 
their music, as the children grow from 
toddlers to smaU children (ages 3-6) they 
learn about different cultures. In the 3-6 
age group, children experience native cul- 
tures through instruments such as drums. 

"It brings more tolerance and under- 
standing by aU cultures througli the things 
that are brought to class," Harkaway said. 

The David Adier Cultural Center ap- 
pears large from the outside, the estate

holds 240 acres. But the interior of the 
buildings contain small rooms. 

"He (Adier) wanted to do this place as 
a French-European farmhouse so the 
rooms are smaU," said Nancy Christcnsen, 
secretary with the David AdIer Center for 
sbcyears. "It's more 'homier.* " 

Adier was born In Milwaukee in 
1882. He was educated in private 
schools like Princeton, where he 
designed the building for 
Princeton's Charter Club. Adier never 
obtained an advanced degree In architec- 
ture in any school he attended. 

In 1911, he entered Into a partnership 
with Henry Dangler, vrfio was a fcUow stu- 
dent, and pursued his architectural pro- 
fession with Dangler's name on all build- 
ing permits. When Dangler died In 1917, 
Adlcr was forced to take another partner. 

In an attempt to take over the busi- 
ness himself, Adlcr did sit for his licensure 
twice, but failed both times. His reply to 
one of the technical engineering ques- 
tions on the exam was, "I have men Ui my 
office who take care of that sort of thing." 

Despite the lack of a professional li- 
cense, Adier was elected to the prestigious 
American Institute of Architects in 1926. 

Adier designed all his drawings on a 
one to one scale. It is highly unusual to 
draw to scale, but Adlcr was interested in 
perfection. It Is said he once eye-balled a

work In progress and dalmed the cornice 
was 1/4-lnch too wide. When workers 
measured It, Adier was right He ordered 
the building be torn down and redone ac- 
cording to specifications. 

Many of Adier's drawings are 
archived at the Art Institute of Chicago. 
Among the buildings he designed Is 
"Castle Hill," the estate featured in the 
film, "The Witches of Eastwick." 

David Adier died in 1949 at his Liber- 
tyvllle home. He designed at least 50 
houses, 43 of which were actually built, In 
a range of styles that included Italian 
Renaissance villas, French chateaus, 
Georgian, American colonial and an ex- 
ample of the English half-timt>cr period. 

Adlcr used the past to blend styles. He 
was a post modernist whose Imagbiatlon 
was fortified by knowledge and craftman- 
ship. 

The Adier Center repects that 
craftmanshlp and has renovated much of 
the home. Currently, they continue to 
renovate and improve the gardens.

You may want to save this for Thanksgiving Day Combbibig fresh apples, cranberries 
and frozen blackberries makes for a pretty and delicious dessert pie. 
1 (15-ox.) pkg. refrigerated piecrusts 3/4 c. sugar 

4 c. peeled, tUced apples 2 T. cornstarch 

1 c* frozen blackberries, thawed and drained 2 T. cranberry Juice or orange Juloe 
1 c. fresh cranberries 2 T. butter 

Line a 9-bich deep-dish pleplate with one piecrust, following package directions; set 

aside. 

Combine apples, blackberries and cranberries in a large bowl; set aside. Combbie sugar 
and comstaich; sprinkle over fruit, and drizzle cranberry juice over sugar mixture. Gently 
toss, and spoon into pleplate: dot wrtth butter, and top with remaining crust Trim pastry: 
seal and flute edges. Cut silts in pastry for steam to escape. Bake at 425 degrees for 35 to 
40 mhiutes or until browned. Cool.

6 medium eating apples 

6 T. granola, chopped salted peanuts or chopped candy-coated chocolate candies

3T. water 

1/4 c creamy peanut butter 
1/2 tsp. ground cinnamon 

Wash and dry apples thoroughly. Insert Ice-cream stick in stem 
end of each apple. Divide granota into 6 mounds of 1 T. each 
about 3 inches apart on waxed paper. 
Heat caramels, water, peanut butter and cinnamon In top of 
double boiler over hot water about 20 minutes, stirring frequently, 
until caramels are melted and mixture is smooth; remove from heat (Keep top of double 
boiler over hot water.)

For The Environmentally Minded

Swamps ore smelly, mosquito filled, snake Infested polluted 
bodies of water. Wrong! 

Lost weekend, while in New Orleans, I tiod he opportunity to 
visit one of the lost untouched swomps left in North America and 
discovered just how fantastical, beautiful and intriguingly 
educotionQl swamp feoily is. 

Dr. Paul Wagner, a wetland ecologlst, and environmental 
consultant in South Louisiana Swomps. directs the Honey Island 
Swamp tours, near Slldell La. There ore dozens of Swamp Touis 
offered in the New Orleans area. Most promise stories of pirates 
and lost treasures. Some offer fancy boats complete with 
restrooms and food. 

I chose Dr. Wagner's personalized noture tour with a non- 
commercialized explanation of Louisiana Swamp ecology and 
natural history. His boats are small and simple, allowing access 
deep into the swamp Interior. I was notdisoppointed. 

The first thing I noticed was the complete absence of 
mosquitos. Seems there are none in this untouched swamp. 

The smell was that of a forest after a summer rain, not the 
polluted stink we ossoctate with a swamp, Bad smelling swamps 
ore the result of man dumping his wosted into non moving bodies 
of water. No man here, so no waste ond no smell. 

We were treated to beautiful Blue and White Herons, Wood 
Ducks. Egrets and lots of other water Fowl who coll this swomp 
home. 

A couple of alligators come out to the boat to partake of the 
maishmaltov^ Capt. Beriy, our guide, brings olong as a treat. 

Among the many facts learned from Capt. Berry were a moish 
Is a backwater in the process of becoming a swamp. Cypress tress 
send out roots, called knees, that rise above the water to breathe 
and the stuff hanging from the Cypress trees is Spanish Moss whfch 
actually lives off the air.

"In developing the criteria for the award, 
the advisory council set down with a 
group of people that are knowledge about 
manufacturing and what makes a good 
plant," Goldhar said. "We looked at 
profitability, management, quality, 
organization, total-quality management, 
training, incentives, competitiveness and 
the use of technology." 

"The ultimate goal of the award is to 
spotlight companies with a particular 
pocket of excellence," said Bernard 
Rausch, executive director of the Stuart 
Forum, Stuart School of Business, 
Illinois Institute of Technology and advi- 
sory council member. "By doing so we 
offer the manufacturing community 
examples of how small companies are 
tackling today's challenges." 

"I believe programs like this are part of 
our role as good corporate citizens," 
Thompson said. "It's important as 
participants in the industrial base of a 
community that we can learn for each 
other."

Don't wait to make tax plan 
for parental medical needs

What can be done to 
meet ihe needs of your par- 
enls or other elderly rela- 
tives in a costcffccLivc and 
tax-eflcctivc manner? 

More and more families 
in this country hrc faced 
with having to supplement 
Iheir parents' income in or- 
der to pay for medical care, 
including nursing home 
care. _■ , , . 

The basic limiiation for 
gifts made to another person 
is $10,000 per donee annu- 
ally. A husband and wife 
may split a gift and give 
$20,000 per donee annually. 
Depending on the needs of 
the parent, this could meet 
only a fraction of his or her 
medical care and other 
care-giving costs. 

In addition, gifts may be 
made iri excess of the 
$10,000 limitation if the 
gifts are payments for the 
"medical care" of the parent 
and the payments are made 
dircctly to the provider (and 
not as reimbursement pay- 
ments to the donee). 

"Medical care" has the 
same meaning under the gift 
tax laws as it docs for in- 
come tax deduction pur- 
poses. Note that this may 
restrict the gift tax shelter 
extended to payments made 
directly to a nursing home 
because the tax laws gener- 
ally consider nursing home 
care not to be medical care. 

If the patient is confined 
to the nursing home for 
medical (rather than per- 



sonal or family reasons re- 
lated to living arrange- 
ments) the entire payment 
to the nursing home should 
be deductible. ' 

In an appropriate case, 
you should consider 
requesting the parent's doc- 
tor to give you a letter 
indicating that the patient is 
in the institution because 
his or her condition is such

that the availability of 
medical care and nursing at- 
tention in such institution 
is a principal reason for his 
or her residence there, and 
meals and lodging are fur- 
nished as a necessary inci- 
dent to such care. 

This would make the 
payments deductible on the 
patient's own income tax 
return, as well as eligible 
for the "extra" gift by the 
child. 

You should also con- 
' sider having the parent sign 
durable powers of attorney 
for health care and for prop- 
erly. The health care power 
will enable the child to give 
directions concerning the 
types and level of care the 
patient wishes to receive. 
The child can then change 
nursing homes (or doctors) 
if the situation warrants. 
Otherwise, the child may 
have to resort to a court 



guardianship to have the 
parent moved 

The durable power of 
attorney for property en- 
ables the child to deal with 
all types of property the 
parent may own, to sell as- 
sets to obtain funds to cover 
medical costs, to write 
checks for the medical care, 
to obtain and apply medical 
insurance reimbursement, to 
apply for medical assisi 
tance, etc. 

Disability of the elderly 
parent — first to make deci- 
sions for himself or herself 
and then to find the income 
and assets to pay tor necesr 
sary care — is a looming 
problem that requires taking 
steps now to address and 
solve. If you wait until the 
problem is upon you, it' 
may already be too late.

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Minimize moving expenses^ take deserved tax deductions 



Uprooting yourself 
and your family in order 
to take a new Job In a dif- 
ferent part of the country 
or even in another area of 
your state is never easy 
and can be cosdy. But 
don't assume that you 
have to bear the financial 
burden of the move on 
your own. Uncle Sam may 
help you. According to the 
lUinois CPA Society, if 
your employer is not re - 
imburslng you for your 
moving expenses, many 
of them may be 
tax-deductible. 

To take a tax deduc- 
tion for qualified moving 
expenses, CPAs point out 
that you must itemize on 
your tax return. Some 
moving rapenses are de- 
ductible in full and others 
within limits. In either 
case, your moving costs 
are subject to a distance 
test and a time test for re- 
maining in your new loca- 
tion. 

The 35-mlle dittance test 

To qualify for a tax de- 
duction, Congress has 
ruled that the distance be- 



tween your new job and 
your former home must 
be at least 35 miles more 
than the distance 
between your old job 
location and your former 
home. To establish how 
far your home is from 
your new Job, you must 
use the shortest route 
possible. For the purpose 
of the distance test, your 
former home does not 
necessarily have to be a 
house or a residence that 
you own. It can be an 
apartment, co-op or even 
a trailer. It cannot, 
however, be a vacation 
home. 

Time testa for employers 
and the self-employed 

Your ability to take a 
tax deduction for unreim- 
bursed moving expenses 
is also affected by how 
long you live in the new 
locdity. Tax law requires 
that you stay in the new 
area and remain a 
full-time employee there 
for at least 39 weeks dur- 
ing the 12-month period 
foUowing your arrival at 
the new Job location. 

What if six months af- 



ter moving to accommo- 
date a new Job, you fail 
victim to an unexpected 
round of company 
layoffs? As long 

as you didn't voluntarily 
leave your position, the 
39 -week requirement will 
be waived and your 
moving expenses will still 
be tax deductible. 

However, If you 
voluntarily leave the Job 
that required your reloca- 
tion, you must find an- 
other position in the 
same locality or your tax 
deduction will be 
disallowed. Although you 
can meet the 39 -week 
requirement by holding 
different jobs in the same 
locality, you cannot meet 
the requirement by 
switching from a full-time 
to a part-time position. 

If you are 
self-employed, you are 
required to meet a stricter 
time test You must work 
full time for at least 78 
weeks during the 24 
months immediately fol- 
lowing your arrival and 
must work at least 39 



Taxpayers ask about day care providers 



These are typical of 
questions asked by tax- 
payers and are presented 
as a public service of this 
publication and the IRS. 

Q. I've started a small 
day care In my bomei can 
I deduct the expenses? 

A. You may be able to 
claim a limited deduction 
for the expenses for using 
part of your home on a 
regular basis to provide 
day care If you care for 
children, for persons 65 or 
older, or for persons vs^o 
are physically or mentally 
unable to care for them- 
selves. Also, you must 
have applied for, been 
granted, or be exempt 
from having certification 
or other approval under 
your state law. 

Q. I read In the news- 
paper about simpler 
recordkeeping rules for 
day-care providers. 
What's It about? 

A. You can now deduct 
expenses for any area of 



your home that is avail- 
able for day-care use 
tiuoughout the business 
day. If you utilize the 
space or room regularly 
for day care, you do not 
have to record the specific 
hours that you actually 
used the room. 

Q. Can you give me an 
example? 

A. Yes. If a bedroom in 
your home is set aside for 
the children's morning 
and afternoon naps, the 
total square footage of 
that room Is considered to 
t>e used for the entire 
business day. This is true 
even though the bedroom 
is not being used every 
hour the day care is open. 

Q. What types of ex- 
penses can I deduct for 
my day care? 

A. You can deduct, In 
full, "direct expenses" 
such as painting or 
repairs made to the areas 
or rooms used for your 
day care business. You 
may also deduct a 



percentage of "indirect 
expenses" that benefit 
both the business and 
personal parts of your 
home. Examples of indi- 
rect expenses are: rent (or 
depreciation, if you own 
your home), deductible 
mortgage Interest, utilities 
and services, insurance, 
and repairs. File Schedule 
C of your Form 1040 and 
attach Forni 8829, "Ex- 
penses for the Business 
Use of Your Home." 

Q. I provide breakfast 
and lunch for the kids In 
my day care. Do I claim 
that on Form 8829? 

A. No. You must claim 
the food expenses as a 
separate deduction on 
your Schedule C. You can 
deduct 100% of the cost of 
food eaten by the chil- 
dren, and 80% of the cost 
of food consumed by your 
employees. For more in- 
formation, call the IRS at 
1-800-829-3676 and ask 
for free Publication 587, 
Business Use of Your 
Home. 



weeks in the first 12 
months. If you give up 
your business and take a 
full -time Job as an em- 
ployee, you may qualify 
under the 39 -week em- 
ployee time test 
However, if you have not 
worked 39 weeks as a 
full-time employee in the 
first 12 months, you must 
meet the 78-week test 
Deductible expenses 

For tax purposes, mov- 
ing expenses are 

classified into two 
categories: (1) direct 

expenses, which are fidly 
deductible, and (2) 
indirect expenses, which 
are deductible within 
limits. 

Direct expenses in- 
clude those associated 
with moving your house- 
hold items and personal 
possessions to your new 
home. Expenses that are 
ftiUy deductible are fees 
paid to moving compa- 
nies to pack and transport 
your possessions, insur- 
ance costs for the items 
that are being moved, as 
well as costs for moving or 
shipping an automobile 
to a new location. You 
may even take a tax de - 
duction for the costs of 
connecting and discon- 
necting utilities. Fees for 
installing telephones are 
not, howeverf deductible. 



The costs you and your 
family members incur in 
order to get to your new 
residence are also fully 
deductible. These Include 
expenses for transporta- 
tion and lodging, as well 
as 80 percent of your meal 
costs. If you drove your 
car, you are entidcd to 
deduct the actual costs of 
gas and oil for your car or 
nine cents a niile. 

If your old home was 
not usable the day before 
you moved, you may 
deduct costs associated 
with staying elsewhere for 
that day, as well as any 
lodging expenses you in- 
curred on the day you ar- 
rived at your new home. 

The money you spend 
looking for a new home, 
costs associated with sell- 
ing your old home, and 
expenses for temporary 
living quarters are con- 
sidered "indirect ex- 
penses'* and are de- 
ductible up to specific 
limits. The maximum 
amoimt you can deduct 
for indirect moving ex- 
penses is $3,000. No more 
than $1,500 Incurred for 
house-hunting trips and 
for temporary living ex- 
penses is deductible. You 
are allowed to deduct 
temporary living 
expenses for any 
consecutive 30 -day period 



after you get the Job, but 
before you move into 
permanent quarters. 

Despite diese limits, 
you still have the oppor- 
tunity to take some valu- 
able tax deductions that 
can ease the financial 
burden of moving. 
Real-estate-agent com- 
missions, attorney fees, 
transfer taxes, and any 
other costs necessary to 
sell your residence and 
buy a new one are de- 
ductible. Additionally, 
although you may not 
deduct security deposits 
you place on a new resi- 
dence, you may deduct 
security deposits that you 
lost as a result of cancel- 
ing your lease. 

CPAs point out that 
high-income earners face 
certain limitations on 
their itemized deduc- 
tions. If your adjusted 
gross income is more 
than $100,000 (or $50,000 
if you are married fUbig 
separately), check with a 
tax advisor to determine 
the extent to which your 
moving expenses are de- 
ductible. 

Finally, be sure to es- 
tablish a log of your ex- 
penses as soon as you be- 
gin to plan your move — 
otherwise you risk over- 
looking some valuable tax 
deductions.

For many people, 
taking the family auto to 
tiie dealer for service or 
repair is an experience 
aldn to visiting the dentist! 
It's not something you 
look forward to, but you 
know it must be done. 

Today it Is more im- 
portant than ever to over- 
come "service department 
anxiety." With new car 
prices climbing, people 
are keeping cars longer. In 
fact, in 1984, the last year 
for which statistics are 
available, the average age 
of passenger cars in the 
U.S. was 7.5 years. 

The older the car, the 
more likely it is to require 
repairs. Also, a well main- 
tained car will last longer 
and generally command a 
better price when the time 
comes to trade it in. 

Wliile "service de- 
partment anxiety" is a very 
real concern among con- 
sumers, most experts 
agree it is a needless one, 
if only because, like Uncle 
Sam, automotive dealers 
really want you and your 
business. 

The tools and equip- 
ment required to service 
today's cars are expensive. 
But more than just return 
on investment is at stake. 



Dealers know that If 
you're happy with the 
quality of service you re- 
ceive, you're likely to buy 
another car from them 
and recommend them to 
your friends and ac- 
quaintances. 

For these reasons and 
others, many dealerships 
are taking a new look at 
the people you see when 
you take your car in for 
service or repair. Gener- 
ally called service advisors 
or service writers, these 
people ore the "hub of 
communications" within 
the service department. 
Recognizing the impor- 
tance of this position, 
dealers have been pro- 
viding their service advi- 
sors with increased 
opportunities to improve 
their Interpersonal skills. 

It's their job to estab- 
lish a probable cause of 
the problem and write it 
down on a repair order 
(R.O.). How well that R.O. 
serves the customer de- 
pends on how well they 
communicate with each 
other. 

Tills is because the re- 
pair order typically goes to 
six to eight people, from 
the technician assigned to 
do the diagnosis and re- 



pair, to the parts manager, 
the warranty clerk, cashier 
and so forth. The infor- 
mation has to be correct, 
complete and concise. 

What can you do to 
help ensure that your 
needs and expectations, 
your wants and desires are 
understood by everyone 
in the dealership who 
must act on them? 

1. Read your owner's 
manual. Be sure to follow 
the recommended main- 
tenance schedule. It's de- 
signed to help your car 
run at Its best Keep all 
your service records so you 
can refer to them if 
needed. Know your rights \ 
and responsibilities as the 
owner of the vctiiclc. 

2. When you call for 
repair work, outline your 
needs in sufficient detail 
to allow the service advi- 
sor to set aside enough 
time to deal with the 
symptoms you describe. 

3. State the problem 
clearly and concisely. It's 
better to write down 
things you think need to 
be checked or repaired, in 
order of importance and, 
if possible, leave a copy of 
your notes with the service 
advisor. 



Read car owner's manual 



What is black and 
white, seldom read and 
usually gathers dust in 
your vehicle's glove com- 
partment? 

Ifyou said it's the 
owner's manual, go to the 
he^ of the class. If like 
most buyers of cars, vans 
and light trucks, however, 
you failed to read the 
manual carefully, be pre- 
pared to pay for your 
oversight. 

The owner's manual 
spells our every precau- 
tion an owner must take to 
satisfy the manufacturer's 
warranties on the vehicle. 

Most of these precau- 
tions are especially critical 
, \^en it comes to prepar- 
ing your vehicle for v*rtn- 
ter. 

The average owner 
pays attention to such 
thinks as engine coolants, 
batteries, tires, belts and 
windshield v^npers, and 
that's good However , 
they seldom bother to 
check unseen areas that 
are equally critical to war- 
ranty maintenance. 

Virtually every vehicle 
manufacturer specifies 
that drain holes in doors, 
quarter panels and fender 
wells must be kept open 
to prevent mud and mois- 
ture buildup in corrosion - 
prone body components. 
High-pressure cleaning of 
enclosed areas and metal 
undcrbody parts to re- 
move dirt, mud, and dust- 
control chemicals is rec- 
ommended, along with 
retreatment of surfaces 
that are exposed to con- 
tUiual dampness caused 
byhumldlty from salt- 
ladeh show or sea air.

Apart from the bride 
and groom, no two people 
play a more Important 
part in the wedding tiian 
the maid or matron of 
honor and the best man. 

Some brides will 
choose to have both a 
maid and matron of 
honor if the wedding Is a 
large one. A married sister 
is tiie lo^cal matron, and 
an unmarried sister or 
best friend could serve as 



maid. 

This honor attendant 
is indispensable to the 
bride throughout the 
wedding. At the altar, she 
adjusts the veU and train, 
holds the bouquet during 
the ceremony and lifts 
back the face veil at the 
close of the ceremony. 
She is one of the two wit- 
nesses who will sign the 
marriage certificate. She

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everal tips on wedding gift-giving etiquette 



In general, a wedding 
Invitation — to a reception 
or to a small wedding In a 
club, hotel or private 
home — calls for a gift. A 
wedding announcement 
or Invitation to a church 
ceremony alone carries no 
such obligation. 

But it is in the selection 
of the gift that questions 
and problems can arise. 
LUce most other aspects of 
weddings, existing "rules" 



can be most helpful. 

All close members of 
the bride and groom's 
families will want to send 
gifts, whether they attend 
file wedding or not The 
bride's parents often will 
start the couple's flat silver 
service with as many place 
settings as they can afford. 
The groom's parents may 
give china or crystal or 
furnishings for the home. 

If the bride and groom 



have registered at the 
bridal registry In a local 
store, selecting appropri- 
ate gifts will be easy. The 
registry allows the about-- 
to-be-married couple to 
list their gift preferences. 
In addition to assuring 
guests that what they have 
chosen is something 
wanted or needed. It 
helps prevent duplication 
and the need for gift rc- 
ttirns. The gift purchaser 



merely visits or phones 
the store, asks the consul- 
tant to check the form reg- 
istered by the couple and 
selects a gift according to 
suggestions on the list 

Whatever the circum- 
stances, a basic rule re- 
garding wedding gifts, no 
one is expected or obli- 
gated to give a gift beyond 
one's means. 

Gifts are usually sent to 
the bride's home before 



the day of the wedding, 
addressed to her maiden 
name. When they are sent 
after the wedding, they go 
to Mr. and Mrs. Newiywed 
at their new address, or in 
care of the bride's family. 
People sometimes do, but 
should not, carry wedding 
gifts to the reception. 

It is also proper to ask 
the bride or groom w^at 
they would like as a pre- 
sent. If they are using a gift 



registry, they will probably 
indicate this and suggest 
checking with the store. 

However, they may 
make some suggestions as ' 
"really prefer pewter to 
silver," or "TA^elove 
gardening so anything 
along those lines would 
be great"

According to Cheryl Conriveau, 
spokesperson for Lake Forest Hospital, 
"One phone call is all that is necessary to 
set up an appointment in the Center, The 
person who has been diagnosed with 
breast cancer will then receive a treatment 
recommendation from a multidisciplinary 
team of highly crcdentialcd breast cancer 
specialists — all in just one visit." 

"When a woman is: diagnosed with 
breast cancer, it creates ;a lot of fear and 
anxiety in the individual," said Dr. Joseph 
Impcrato, medical director of radiation 
oncology at Lake Forest Hospital. "Breast 
cancer is confusing; there is so much 
information." 

Barbara Gobcl, clinical nurse specialist 
in oncology added: "The idea for the 
Center grew out of a concern of 



physicians and nm-scs that the diagnosis of 
breast cancer results in a very frightening 
time for the patient. It is scary, 
frightening and time consuming to have

Berger emphasized: "Today, the opinion 
about the treatment of breast cancer is 
likely to be the same, no matter which 
physician the patient speaks to, provided 
Uiat person is knowledgeable in treating 



cancer, and our state-of-the-art approach 
for providing services for breast health can 
also be helpful to the male patient" 

The Center for Breast Health at Lake 
Forest Hospital is the first of its kind in 
Lake County. "A few other hospitals in 
our metropolitan area offer this service," 
said Ganshirt. "The Univereity of Chicago 
has a center, as does Presbyterian -St. 
Lukes and Evanston Hospital." 

Gobel said Lake Forest Hospital sees 
about 90-100 cases of breast cancer each 
year, which average about two per week. 
She stressed that with early detection of 
breast cancer, there is a high rate of 
survival, 90 to 95 percent 

The American Cancer Society 
recognizes October as Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month, and urges all women 
to learn the simple process of self- 
examination and to follow the Society's 
guidelines on having mammograms. Early 
detection is the single most effective*' 
weapon against the disease of breast 
cancer.

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Itching dogs can mean signs of allergy, infection 



All dog owners have 
seen their dogs itch and 
scratch. Some times they 
scratch a llttle» other times 
quite a bit At times the 
poor dog itches so badly, 
that he gets no rest and 
his skin develops sores 
and scabs. There is very 
little one can do to help. 

Well, there is help, in 
fact, a lot can be done to 
ease this kind of discom- 
fort. The first thing Is to 




find out the cause of itch- 
ing. Most of us immedi- 
ately think of fleas. Fleas 
do cause most of the itch- 
ing observed in dogs, but 
there are many other 
causes. As fleas cause skin 
allergy, so do other fac- 
tors. 

During the summer 
and fall months espe- 
cially, plant origin parti- 
cles, pollens, spores and 
molds in the air can affect 
ones Immune system and 
cause a reaction. Tills re- 
action in a person is 
known as hay fever. In 
dogs, skin becomes the 
target. The worst part of 
the season seems to be 
August and September. 
There are other causes of 
itching, such as Infections^ 
mange and others, so one 
should never make any 
assumptions. To make 
sure that proper care is 



given, ask your veterinar- 
ian to diagnose the prob - 
lem correctly. Too many 
people spent lots of en- 
ergy and fundo trying to 
get rid of fleas while their 
dog has anotlier problem. 



Treatment of allergies 
is easier now that it was 
years ago. Treating dogs 
with injections and oral 
preparations of anti- in- 
flammatory drugs has 
been done for years.

Whether they are 
planted individually or in 
groups, spring- flowering 
bulbs will tiirivc and 
flourish if you follow 
these few simple planting 
procedures: 

Prepare the soil — Once 
the planting bed has been 
selected, turn the soli over 
to a depth of about 10 
Inches to aerate the s^e 
and give bulb roots ample 



room to grow. Quick to rot 
if left standing in water, 
spring-flowering bulbs 
flourish best hi light, well- 
drained soil. Where nec- 
essary, condition soil with 
fertilizer as required. 

Plant at proper 
depth — Using a bulb 
planter or trowel to dig 
the holes, the general rule 
of thumb is to plant bulbs 
to a depth of three times 
their overall height. With 
the soil removed to the 
required depth, lightly 
press bulbs into place 
bottom side down (the fat 
side is the bottom), return 
the soil, and water thor- 
oughly. 

Protect against pests — 
Bulbs are a tasty treat for 



many hungry creatures, 
such as mice, moles, 
squirrels and chipmunks 
To keep these animals 
from making a restaurant 
out of your garden, soak 
each bulb for a minute, 
prior to planting, in a safe 
and effective animal re- 
pellent. 

Groom with caution— 
The best way to ensure 
tiiat bulbs flower again 
next year is to "deadhead" 
(remove the dying blos- 
som) from the wilting 
plant at season's end, but 
allow foliage to wither 
without immediate prun- 
ing. Tills is crucial as 
stems and leaves continue 
to create and store food 
for winter dormancy.

AN ORDINANCE REGUUTING THE USE OF 

BICYCLES. SKATEBOARDS AND SKATES 

WHEREAS, it has been determined by the Police 
Department that it would be in the best interest of the 
Village for public safety and for the protection of pedes- 
trians, motor vehicle operators and operators of bicy- 
cles, skateboards and skates, that certain regulations 
be imposed on the operation of bicycles, skateboards 
and skates. The reason for said regulations is public 
safety. 

WHEREAS, there is presently in existence an 
Ordinance, namely. Chapter 72, Section 72.010 through 
72.035 regulating the operation of bicycles. That 
Ordinance should be amended in part and supplement- 
ed in part by additional amendments regulating the 
operation of skateboards and skates. 

NOW THEREFORE. BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE 
VILLAGE OF ANTIOCH, LAKE COUNTY, ILUNOIS, as 
follows: 

SECTION 1: The President and Board of Trustees of 
the Village of Antioch hereby find the facts as stated in 
the preamble hereof are true and con-ect and said find- 
ings are hereby made a part of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 2: BICYCLE AMENDMENTS, That Chapter 
72. Section 72,025 shall be amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

(a) RIDING ON SIDEWALKS. Wherever a usable 
public path or sidewalk has been provided adjacent to a 
street or roadway, bicycle riders shall use such path or 
sidewalk, but in single file only, and shall not use such 
street or roadway; except that no bicycles shall be oper- 
ated upon sidewalks in the central business district 
area, such central district area to include Orchard 
Street, from Hillside to Main Street; on Main Street, 
from Wilton Street to Depot; and on Lake Street, from 
Hillside to Main Street. In such central business district 
area, all bicycles shall be ridden on the street or road- 
way. 

SECTION 3: That Chapter 72, Section 72.024 shall be 
amended to read as follows: 

(a) RIDING ON HANDLEBARS OR FRAMES OF 
BICYCLES. No bicycles shall be used to carry more 
persons at one' time than the number for which it is 
designed and equipped. No driver of a bicycle shall 
carry any other person upon the handlebars or frame of 
such vehicle. This restriction Is not applicable to carry- 
ing other persons on a bicycle containing special equip- 
ment designed for such purpose. 

(b) CARRYING PACKAGES, No driver of a bicycle 
shall carry any package or article which interferes with 
or prevents the safe operation of a bicycle. 

Section 72.036: PASSING OF SCHOOL BUSES. 



Persons operating bicycles upon a roadway shall stop 
for school buses loading or unloading children, regard- 
less of the direction from which the bicycle driver Is 
approaching such bus. 

Section 72,037; DRIVING ON PRIVATE PROPERTY. 
No person shall operate a bicycle on private property 
without Uie consent of the owner of such property. 

Section 72.038: PARKING. 

(a) No person shall park a bicycle upon a street, other 
than against the curb, or on a sidewalk in such a way as 
to obstruct pedestrian or vehicular traffic. 

(b) No bicycle shall be parked within four (4) feet of a 
building located within a district zoned commercial, nor 
shall any bicycle be parked within four (4) feet of any 
window or door or any building open to the public. 
Section 72.038 (b) shall not apply when bicycle racks 
are provided and used by operators adjacent to said 
building, but the parking restriction shall apply to those 
buildings bordering or adjacent to the building which 
has a bicycle rack. > 

(c) No bicycle shall be parked in such a manner as to 
obstruct the ingress or egress from a building. 

Section 72.039: SKATES. 

No persons shall skate in the Village of Antioch in vio- 
lation of the following regulations: 

(a) PROHIBITION AGAINST SKATING ON CERTAIN 
SIDEWALKS. No persons shall at any time operate or 
ride any skating device on the sidewalks of Orchard 
Street, from Hillside to Main Street; on Main Street, 
from Wilton Street to Depot; and on Lake Street, from 
Hillside to Main Street. 

(b) TRAFFIC SIGNALS. Any person on skates on a 
roadway shall obey the instruction of official traffic sig- 
nals and signs unless othenwise directed by a police 
officer. 

(c) RECKLESS DRIVING. No person shall skate on a 
roadway or sidewalk in a reckless manner such as to 
endanger persons or property. 

(d) DUE CARE. Every person on skates on a roadway 
shall skate as near as possible to the right-hand side of 
the roadway and exercise due care when passing a 
standing vehicle. 

(e) PEDESTRIANS. Whenever a person on skates is 
operating upon a sidewalk, that person shall yield the 
right-of-way to any pedestrian. 

(f) CUNGING TO MOTOR VEHICLES. No person on 
skates shall attach himself to any motor vehicle located 
or moving upon a public roadway. 

Section 72.040: SKATEBOARDS, 

(a) PROHIBITION AGAINST RIDING ON STREETS, 
CERTAIN SIDEWALKS AND PARKING LOTS. No 
Person shall at any time operate or ride on a skate- 
board on any public or private road or public or private 
parking lot, nor shall any person ride a skateboard on 
the side walks of Orchard Street, from Hillside to Main 
Street; on Main Street, from Wilton Street to Depot; and 
on Lake Street, from Hillside to Main Street. An opera- 
tor of a skateboard shall only be allowed to operate on 
a private road or private parking lot with the written con- 
sent of the owner. 

(b) RECKLESS DRIVING. No person operating a 
skateboard shall operate in a reckless manner such as 
to endanger persons or property. 

(c) PEDESTRIANS. Whenever a person on a skate- 
board is operating upon a sidewaH<, that person shall 
yield the right-of-way to any pedestrian. 

(d) CLINGING TO MOTOR VEHICLES. No person on 
a skateboard shall attach himself to any motor vehicle 
located or moving upon a public roadway. 

Section 72.041: /\ny person who violates any provi- 
sion of Chapter 72 shall be fined not less than $25.00 
and no more than $500.00 for each offense. Each sepa- 
rate citation shall be considered a separate offense. 

SECTION 4: That all ordinances or parts of ordi- 
nances in conflict with the terms of this Ordinance are 
hereby superseded by this Ordinance.
